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Scandal Removed, &c. 


o pirepoſterous is the 
y. 1 of the People 
of this Age in their Treat- 
ing as they do the Antient 
and Only Supporters of the 
| Church of England, at the 
ſame time that they themſelves pretend 
to be Friends to the Church ! 

As to the Scandal which they think 
they throw upon the moſt zealous Aſſer- 
tors of the Church of England's pro- 
feſs'd Principles, by calling them High- 
Church, we ſhall gratify them there, 
and accept of what they think a Re- 
proach, eſteeming it an Honour, and 
ſhall complement the Gentlemen with 
that Title all the way. 

But that the Glorious Name of 
High- Church may be ſupported more 
effectually, and the true Notion of a 
High-Church-man may be received by 
the People, it will not be amiſs to enter 
into their Character by their Hiſtory, 
| A 2 and 


and laying their happy and inimitable 
Conduct open in the Eyes of the World, 

leave every one to judge, whether the 
High-Church-men have not in all the 
Ages of Religion been the only Sup- 
port of the Church in theſe Parts of 
the World, and whether the Zeal and 
Warmth they have ſhewn upon all Oc- 
caſions in this Nation, have not been 
the Means to preſerve the Church from 
Danger. | 4 

I might go back in this Enquiry to 
the Primitive State of Religion in the 
World, wherein without. doubt we 
ſhould find, that, in the beſt Senſe of 
a High-Church-man, all the Prophets, 
Antient Fathers, Martyrs, nay even the 
Apoſtles themſelves were High-Church- 
men; and that if they had not been ſo, 
they had never been able to maintain the 
Honour of the Chriſtian Religion in its 
Infant and Youthful State in the World : 
Had not their Zeal been hotter than the 
Perſecutors Flames, they had never been 
able to ſuffer Martyrdom in the manner 
they did, or to withſtand the Rage of 
Hereſy and Schiſm, which enter'd after- 
wards moſt violently into the Church, 
but was by the Warmth of thoſe High- 
Church Fathers reſiſted with a Boldneſs 


and 


and Zeal inimitable, and the Chriſtian 
Church thereby preſerv'd from DN ER. 
But not to go ſo far back, I ſhall 
content my ſelf with entering into the 
Hiſtory of the Proteſtant High- CHurch, 
now underſtood by that Name among 
us; that is to ſay, beginning at the Re- 
formation, and confining my ſelf to the 
Church of England in particular. 
And, Will any doubt, but that the 
High-Church-men have been the Bul wark 


of the Proteſtant Religion ever ſince the 


firſt ſetting it up among us? That = 
have ever by their Zeal and Forward- 
neſs oppoſed the Invaſions and Innova- 
tions of all forts of Enemies, and there- 
by effectually to this Day Preſerved the 
Church from Dancer ? I fay, will any 


be ſo uncharitable as to doubt of this? 


Let us examine the Conduct on both 
Sides, in order to convince thoſe, who, 
for the carrying on their own Deſigns, 
have endeavour'd to blacken the Cha- 
racters of thoſe eminent Patriots of the 
High-Church Party NOW in being ; let us 
examine the Behaviour of their Glorious 
Anceſtors in the High- Church Conduct, 
how eminently they appeared for the 
True Intereſt of Religion, and for the 


Safety of the Church! How effectually 


they 


. 


they handed down the untainted Prin- 


ciple to the preſent Age! And ho faith- 
fully theſe have preſerv'd it, trod in 
their Fathers Steps, and purſued the ſame 
Meaſures and the ſame Ends, for the 
Preſervation of Religion, and ſecuring 
the Church of Exg/avd from DaxGEs. 

Have not THESE been the Men, 
who inall Ages have carryed the Repu- 
tation of the Doctrine of the Church of 
England, as it reſpects her Loyalty to 
her Princes, to the higheſt Pitch of Glo- 
ry ? blending her ſteddy adhering to the 
Intereſt and Authority of the Throne, 
and the Jus Divinum of the Succeſſion 
in the Right Line of Blood, ſo effectually 
with their Religious Principles, as if 
they would make them eſſential to her 
as a Church ? 

Have not THESE been the Men, 
who have ſo appropriated to themſelves 
the Profeſſion of ſtrict Loyalty, excluſive 
of all other People, either in the Church 
or out of it, that they may reaſonably 
be ſuppoſed to be the only Body of Men 
in the World never tainted with Treaſon 
or Rebellion ? 

Have not THESE been the Men, 
who have upon all Occaſions given their 
Monarch full Satisfaction, that they oy 
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the only Support of the Crown; and 
that all thoſe who have in the leaſt devi- 
ated from a ſtrict Conformity to their 
Sentiments, or who do not exert the 
ſame Zeal and Paſſion for High-Charch, 
have ſo far as they fall ſhort, degenerated 
from true Conformiſts, and are become 
Schiſmaticks and Presbyterians, or 
Friends to ſuch; and deſerve neither the 
Favour or Protection of the Church of 
England or the Monarchy ? 

Theſe are the Men, who, if Hiſtory 
deceives us not, have from the Infancy 
of the Reformation, in an extraordinary 
Way, exerted themſelves to the utmoſt, 
as well in their Politick as in their Re- 
ligious Capacities, for the Advancement 
and Preſervation of the Proteſtant Reli- 
gion, and for delivering the Church of 
England from DAN GER, which we ſhall 
endeavour to make farther Proof of in 
the following Sheets. 

Nor is it unjuſt to ſay, that theſe wor- 
thy High-Church-men have diſtinguiſh'd 
themſelves on theſe Occaſions from all 
others, who have nevertheleſs called 
themſelves Church of England Men. 
There have indeed always been a fort 
of Low Cxuxcu Chriſtians, that were 
neither Hot or cold in their Nn 

ut 


but have on Pretences of Charity, and a 
peaceable Diſpoſition, appeared willing 


to let all kinds of Falſe Doctrine, Hereſy, 


and Schiſm creep into the Church ; who 
for want of exerciſing ſuch wholſome 
Diſcipline as the Primitive Inſtitution of 
the Church had in all Ages provided for 
preventing ſuch Breaches, have given 


way to ereQting Schiſmatical Opinions 


and Aſſemblies, and for Tollerating the 
Profeſſors thereof among us, till once 
the Eftabliſh'd Church has been entire- 
ly ſubverted, and many times fince has 
been in DANGER of falling into the like 
Convulſions again. 

From theſe we deſire to diſtinguiſh 
our True Church- men, untainted with 
Luke warm Principles, fir'd with Zeal 
for Religion, the Monarchy, the Di- 
vine Right of Royal Primogeniture, 
preſerving the Crown in the Right 
Line, Oc. 55 

Theſe are the Menu I am now to de- 
fend, and to vindicate them from the 

Scandal which malicious People are apt 
to caſt upon them; and the beſt way to 
do this I take to be, according to mi 
Title, by a ſummary Account of their 
Conduct in the moſt remarkable Tranſ- 
actions of publick Matters, wherein 

they 
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they have been concerned for ſome Ages 
paſt: In which TI ſhall endeavour to 
ſhew how ſteddy they have been on all 
Occaſions to the true Intereſt of the Re- 
formation, and to their profeſs'd Deſigns 
of preſerving the Proteſtant Religion, 
and delivering the Church of England 


from DANGER. 


I might go back even to the Infancy 
of the Reformation, when King Ed- 
ward VI. enter'd upon the Throne of 
his Anceſtors, and when Popery was 
trampled under the Feet of that Pious 
Prince's Zeal for Religion. 

That good young King,. however he 
merits our Veneration to his Memory, 
yet as our High. Church. men affirm, was 
a little tainted with the Corruption of 
Low-Church Principles ; and had he not 
been better guided by the Council of his 
true High-Church Supporters, would 
have ſtript the Church of her brighteſt 
Ornaments, viz. the Biſhops; and left 
her Liturgy naked of every thing that 
had the leaſt Affinity to the Miſſal of the 


” 


 Romiſh Church, however good in it ſelf. 


But that true Spirit of Zeal for High- 
Church Government, which happily re- 
main'd among the beſt of his Counſellors, 


rrevaild with them topreſerve the Pomp 


B and 
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and Glory of God's Worſhip mixt with the 


Pla inneſs and Sincerity of the Reforma- 


tion; which no doubt was done, in or- 
der to render the ſaid Reformation leſs 
a Novelty to the People, and was a 
moſt excellent High- Church (Human In- 
vention) Remedy to preſerve and ſup- 
port the Proteſtant Religion, and keep 
the Church from Daxces. 

In the next Reign another Turn hap- 
un That Good Low-Charch King 

ad, by a Royal Limitation, ſet aſide 

the Lady Maxy, as knowing then what 
has ſince been acknowledged by Parlia- 
ment, That it was inconſiſtent with the 
Conftitution of this Proteſtant Kjngdom to 
be governed by a Popiſh Prince, and had 
eſtabliſh'd the Proteſtant Succeſſion, by 
his Royal Aſſent, conſtituting the Lady 
JANE GREY to be the next and imme- 
diate Succeſſor to the Crown. 

But as this was contradictory to the In- 


defeazible Hereditary Right of the Lady 


Maxy, who was then living, and who 
they thought was the true Heir by the 
RIGHT LINE; the true High-Church-men 
of Suffolk, tho” Proteſtants, and for their 


extraordinary Zeal for the Proteſtant Re- 


ligion, called at that time GospELLERSͤH; 
to ſhew how inviolable Loyalty was the 
here- 
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hereditary Character and inſeparable 
Principle of the High- Church. men, refu- 
ſed the Proteſtant Succeſſor, and declar'd 
for the PRETEN DER, nay for a PopisR 
PRETENDER ; for ſuch the Lady MR 
at that time was. And as 1t 1s true 
that many, if not moſt of theſe true De- 
fenders of High-Church Principles, ſuf- 
fer'd Martyrdom afterwards from the 
Cruelty of that Popiſh Reign, and were 
told they ſhould be taught to make Condi- 
tions with their Prince ; a Caution not 
unworthy our Remembrance: I ſay, as 
theſe zealous High-Church Chriſtians ſuf- 
fer'd Maftyrdom afterwards for the Re- 
formation, it cannot be doubted but 
their taking up Arms for a Popiſh Pre- 
tender, was a meer Act of Conſcience, 
purely for the Intereſt and Advantage of 
the Proteſtant Religion, and for pre- 
ſerving the Church of Exgland from 
DaxdRER. 

Queen ELIZABETU, who, they ſay, 
was a High-Charch Woman, turn'd 
the Scale again: Her Reign afforded 
innumerable Inſtances of High-Church 


Zeal, particularly her going back in 


many things which Low-Church had 
neglected, towards the embeliſhing and 


adorning the Engliſh Reformation, in 


B 2 order 
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order to bring the Church of EAgland 
and the Church of Rome the nearer to a 
Comprehenſion ; which, if it was not ef- 
fectual, it was apparently from a Kind 
of High-Charch Stiffneſs in the Pontifi- 
cate of Rome, which forbid it. But ſtill 
her High-Charch Majeſiy preſerv'd the 
Pomp of her own Zeal, and ſtigmatiz'd 
all her Low-C/hurch Malecontents with 
the odious Name of Puritans, which 
they retain'd as a Mark of Intamy, till 
Rebellion overwhelm'd the Name in the 
Reign of her Succeſſors; and they are 
riſen again 1n a double Race, one call'd 
Low-Church, and the other Taſſenters - 
But fince Queen ELIZABETH prov'd a 
moſt Glorious and Benevolent Princeſs, 
and oppos'd the Pope and the Spaniard 
to the laſt, who can doubt but all her 
Conduct in perſecuting the Puritans, 
and temporizing with Rome in the Re- 
formation, was with a ſincere Deſign ta 
propagate and preſerve the Proteſtant 
Religion, and keep the Church from 
DANGER. | | 

Who can ſay King James was not an 
entire Convert from the Presbyterian 
Kirk of Scotland to the High. Church of 
England? Who afterwards that he might 
ſhew his Deteſtation of the Scots Diſci: 
25 pline, 
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pline, which he hated, and that he might 


ſolace the Reformed Members of the 


High Church of Exgland with the Hopes 


of his being entirely in their ' Intereſt, 
and come over to their Principles, gave 
the firſt and cleareſt Teſtimony of his 
Averſion to the Paritans, and of his be- 
ing a true High-Charch King, in pub- 
liſhing his Declaration for Recreations 
on the Lord's-Day, and ordering the 
fame to be read in the Churches. This 
was that famous Act call'd the Book of 
Sports, licenſing the People to prophane 
the only Day reſerv'd for the Service of 
the Supreme King 1n Heaven, at the 
Command of his Vicegerent on Earth. 
In which Book there is this one High- 
Church Clauſe very remarkable, viz. 
that thoſe People only who came de- 
voutly to Church to ſerve God in the 
Morning, were to have the Privilege 
of ſerving the D — in the Evening. 
The Clauſe is as follows: | 

And likewiſe we bar; from this Benefit 
and Liberty, all ſuch known Recuſants, 
either Men or Women, as will abſtain from 
coming to Church or Divine Service, bein 
therefore unworthy of any lawful Recrea- 
tion after the ſaid Service, that will not 


rſt come to Church and ſerve God, 


We 
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We hope we need give no other Teſti- 
mony than the Preamble to this Book, to 
prove that it was done in a pure Prin- 
ciple of High-Charch Zgal to preſerve 
the Proteſtant Religion, and to keep the 
Church from DaNGER. 

There are ſo many Teſtimonies in the 
Reign of King CHARLES the Iſt, pro- 
ving that the too warm Zeal of ſome 
High-Church-men begun, and, as long as 
they were able, carried on that fatal 
Civil War, which ended in their own 
Ruin, the Blood of their Soveraign, and 
the Overthrow of the Conſtitution both 
in Church and State, that it would be 
but renovare dolem ; and I therefore pur- 
poſely omit them. 

The long Reign of King CHARLES II. 
after his Reſtoration, is likewiſe full of 
Examples of the Zeal of the High- Church 
for the Preſervation of the Proteſtant 
Religion, and keeping the Church from 
DANGER. 8 

For what was it that the High-Church- 
men of that Reign raiſed Five Perſecutions 
1 againſt their Proteſtant Brethren, ſeizing 
it — and confiſcating their Eſtates, excom- 
0 municating and impriſoning their Per. 
ſons, baniſhing their Miniſters, againſt 
[! Whoſe Lives or Doctrines they had at 
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the ſame time no Exception, and for- 
bidding them to live within five Miles 
of any Corporation? Was it not all 
for the Preſerving the Church from 
DANGER ? | 

Why was the Edge of the Sacramen- 
tal-Teſt Act, which was made directly 
againſt the Papiſts, and at the making 
whereof the Diſſenters were promis'd a 
Clauſe of Exception, asthe famous Alder- 
man Love's Speech to the Earl of Shaft s- 
bury makes appear: I ſay, why was the 
Edge of this Law wholly turn'd againſt 
thoſe very Proteſtant Diſſenters, who it 
was not at firſt intended to touch ; but 
that the High- Church found it the beſt 
Expedient to advance the Proteſtant Re- 
ligion, and preſerve the Church of Eng- 
land from DanGtErR. | 
What was the Reaſon, that when the 
Houſe of Commons, juſtly and ſincerely 
apprehenſive of the REAL DAN GER of 
the Church of Exgland from a Popiſh 
Succeſſor, prepared and ſent up to the 
Lords that famous and moſt neceſſary 
AQ call'd the Bill of Excluſion, the ſaid 
Bill was rejected in the Houſe of Lords, 
and thrown out, as was ſaid, chiefly by 
the Biſhops ; was it not that thoſe Re- 


verend High- Church Prelates, being zea-

Ious and conſcienciouſly fix'd in their 
Principles of Religion as well as Polt- 
ticks, did it in order to preſerve the Pro- 
teſtaut Religion, and the better to deli- 
ver the Church from DANGER. 

For what purpoſe was the Duke of Jorꝶ, 
then a profeſs'd Papiſt, ſent into Scotland, 
Anno 1681. whoa little before that King 
had thought for his Service to ſend from 
Court to ſatisfy the People? Why was he 
made his Majeſty's Commiſſioner to the 

Parliament there, and under his Admi- 
niſtration the crueleſt and moſt bloody 
Perſecution commenced upon the Prote- 
ſtants there, inſomuch that many thou- 
fands were murther'd in cold Blood; 

with ſcarce any Pretence of Guilt, other. 
than their religions Worſhip ? Was not 
all this the Practice of the High-Charch 
in thoſe Days, the better to preſerve the 
Proteſtant Religion, and to deliver % 
Church of England from DAN GER. 

For what Reaſon was an Army raiſed 
under the Pretence of a War with France, 
when no ſuch War was, as we can ſince 
learn, ever intended, and that Army 
kept on foot in Time of Peace, notwith- 
ttanding the frequent Endegvours of the 
Parliament to have them disbanded, 
and after two ſeveral Sums of Money 

had 
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had been given for their Pay ? What 
was this but that the High-Charch in- 


tended the better by the help of that 


ny Army, which was then di- 


ſtinguiſh'd by the Name of the 7 
Army, to Preſerve the Proteſtant Religi- 
on, and deliver the Church from DAN GER. 

Why was the farther Search into the 
Popiſh Plot prevented, the Parliament 
hindered in their Reſolutions of lookin 
into the Bottom of that horrid Conſpi- 
racy, the Evidence againſt the Plotters 
ſtifled, the Witneſſes diſcouraged and op- 
preſſed, and at laſt a ſham Plot ſet up in 
the Room of it, and father'd upon the moſt 
eminent Proteſtants of the Church of Ex- 
gland, under the Notion of Presbyterians 
and Fanaticks: But that the moſt zealous 
and publick- ſpirited High- Church men of 
that Time might prove to the World that 

| Men that concern'd 
themſelves to preſerve the Proteſtant Re- 
ligion, and deliver the Church of Exgland 
from the DAN GER of Popery. 

I ſhall skip over the Tyrannick Reign 
of King Jams II. when the High-Church- 
men fat in Council with Papiſts, joyn'd 
in P aſſiſted to 


impriſon the Biſhops, and did a thouſand 
other ſuch Glorious Things for the Pro- 
| 3 teſtant 
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teſtant Church. What was the Reaſon 
that when the Prince of Orange, who was 
afterwards our King, was come in, when 
Popery and Tyranny were fled, King 
IXIAEs II. and all his Family abdicated, and 
the Throne thereby become vacant, the 
High-Church-men were the only Men who 


after they had joyn'd in taking up Arms 


againſt the King, nay after many of them 
had quitted his Service and Army and 
gone over to the Prince, yet openly op- 
poſed ſetting the Crown upon the Head 
of their Proteſtant Deliverer, and ap- 
peared willing rather to have continued 
under the Government of a Popiſh Race? 
What, I ſay, was the Reaſon of that pre- 
poſterous Conduct, but in Order to di- 
ſtinguiſh themſelves in Defence of the Pro- 
teſtant Religion, and to ſhew their Reſo- 
lution to preſerve the Church of England | 
from DANGER. f 
What was the Reaſon that throughout 
the whole Reign of that Glorious Mo- 
narch, the High-Charch were the Men, 
who diſtinguiſh'd themſelves by their 
continual oppoſing his moſt Glorious De- 
ſigns, diſcouraging his Friends, betray- 
ing him to his Enemies, and rendring 
every Thing, as well abroad as at home, 
as difficult to him as poſſible, till my 
made 
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made his Crown uneaſie to him, and did 
their utmoſt to have render'd the War un- 
ſucceſsful, and the People unſatisfy'd with 
the beſt of Kings? Was 1t not all done to 
preſerve our Liberties and Religion from 
the Invaſion of their only Deliverer ; 
and protect the Church of Exgland from 
the DAN GER of an Army that had made 
us a Terror to the World, by disband- 
ing which, at that Time, the Peace was 
immediately broke, and a new War, more 
chargeable and hazardous than the for- 
mer, entailed upon the Nation ? 

What was the Reaſon, that ſo many 
High-Church-men, during his wholeReign 
refuſed to take the Oath. of Allegiance 
to him, which they immediately com- 
plyed with in the Reign of his Succeſſor ? 
Was it not the better to aſſiſt King 
W1LLIAM in re-eſtabliſhing the Prote- 
ſtant Religion, and preſerving the Church 
from DaNGcetx ? | 

What was the Reaſon, that not One Pro- 
teſtant, but what was of the High-Church 
Party, was concern'd in the Aſſa ſſina- 
tion Plot ? Why did the High-Charch in 
general expreſs a great Diſſatisfact ion 
at the Diſappointment, when that Plot 
was diſcovered? Was it not confeſsd at 
the Gallows, by thoſe Proteſtants _ 
We C 2 die 
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died for it, that they did it upon the foot 
of High Church Principles, viz. for the 
Good of the Proteſtant Religion, and 
to preſerve the Church from the Dancer 
of King WILLIAM? | 

What was the Reaſon, that in the firſt 
Year of Queen ANNE, when her Majeſty 
put the Adminiſtration of Affairs wholly 
into High- Church Hands, only obliging 
them to a prudent and peaceable Con- 
duct with Reſpect to the different Opini- 
ons in Religion among her People, whoſe 
Peace and legal Toleration her Majeſty 
had always promiſed inviolably to main- 
tain; that yet they puſh'd every Thing 
into Extremes, and put the two ſucceſ- 
ſive Parliaments upon paſſing a perſecu- 
ting Law againſt Proteſtant Diſſenters, 
contrary to her Majeſty's known Reſolu- 
tion, and the viſible Inclination of the 
moderate part of the Nation? Was not 
all this, That by dividing Proteſtants 
againſt one another, they might the bet- 
ter preſerve the Proteſtant Religion, and 
that by embarraſing the Head of the 
Church of England, they might ſecure 
the Body of it from DAN ER! 

What was the Reaſon, that after the 
Queen, having been tired with their 
precipitant Management, had 2 

ü 
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fit to diſmiſs the High Party, and carry 


on the Government by Hands more 
temper'd with Juſtice and Moderation, 
the High-Church immediately flew in 
her Face, inſulted her and her Miniſtry, 
and reproach'd her with abandoning 
her Principles, and turning Presbyte- 
rian; threatning her with that famous 
Turn of Thought, of Nature's rebelling 
againſt Principle ? Was not all this done 
in their meer Zeal for the Proteſtant 
Religion, and to preſerve the Church 
from DAN GER? 

What was the Reaſon, that during 
that great and famous Tranſaction of the 
Union with Scotland, which was emi- 
nently and clearly calculated and carry'd 
on, as the only Remedy, as things then 
ſtood, for ſecuring and rendering unal- 
terable the Entail of the Crown upon 
the Illuſtrious Houſe of Hanover, which 
Succeſſion was at that time in iminent 
Danger? that whole Affair was univer- 
ſally oppoſed, as well in Parliament as 
out of Parliament, as well in England as 


by Correſpondence in Scotland, by the 


High-Charch Party; all poſſible Diſcou- 
ragement given to its Concluſion, and 
its Ratification openly condemn'd and 


proteſted againſt? Was it not all done 


for 
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for the Preſervation of the Proteftant 
Religion from the Presbyterians, and 
delivering the Church from the Dancer 
of the moſt unalterable Eſtabliſhment 
ſhe ever had ſince the Reformation ? 
What was the Reaſon, that when the 
Pretender made an Attempt to have 
landed in Scotland with a French Popiſh 
Army about the Year 1708, the High- 
Church. men here viſibly favour'd the De- 
ſign, did their utmoſt to diſcourage the 
People here, to ſink Credit, break the 
Bank, and plunge the Government into 
ſuch Difficulties, as at that time would 
have been fatal tothe publick Peace? Was 
it not, that by encouraging the Friends 
of the Pretender to have taken Arms here, 
and diſabling the Government for Oppo- 
ſition, they might do their utmoſt to pre- 
ſerve the Proteſtant Religion, and fave 
the Church of England from DAN GER? 

What were all the Preachings and Li- 
bels of the High-Church-mez intended for, 
from the famous High. Church Mo- 
RIAL to the as famous Sermon of Dr. Sa- 
cheverell, wherein every moderate Prin- 
ciple, and every moderate Proteſtant is 
condemn'd as treacherous to their Coun- 
try, and an Enemy to the Eſtabliſh'd 
Conſtitution both in Church and _ 

an 
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and wherein the Queen, the Miniſtry, 
and the Parliament, are branded with 
the odious Names of Betrayers of Reli- 
gion, and Enemies to the Church; the 
Toleration diſown'd, and declar'd per- 
nicious tc the Peace of the Nation, and 
the Being of Religion; Proteſtant Diſ- 
ſenters deliver'd over to. the Devil and 
his Angels, and Perſecution for Conſci- 
ence recommended as abſolutely neceſſa- 
ry to the Health of the State? Were not 
all theſe eminent Marks of the untainted 
Zeal of High-Church for the Proteſtant 
Religion, and their juſt Concern for deli- 
vering the Church from DAN GER?

Poor what Purpoſes was it that the 
High-Church Clergy, taking the Hint 
from theſe diſguſted unemploy'd Mini- 
ſters, raiſed a Faction thro? the whole 
Nation againſt his Majeſty's Govern- 
ment, pretended that the whole Body 
of the Clergy were diſobliged, and ſet 
to work as well the Preſs as the Pulpit, 
to ſpread and preach Sedition, and to 
ſtir up the People to Tumult and Rebel- 
lion?

For this Reaſon, Infinite Calumny and 
Slander have been diligently ſpread about 
among the common People, by the Arti- 
fice and Agents of the High- Church Male- 
contents, upon the Proteſtant Churches 
abroad, repreſenting the Lutheran Do- 
Qrines as inconſiſtent with the CHurch 
of England as Popery, and equally dan- 
gerous to our Holy Religion: Although 
if it were fo, as it is not, it were no- 
thing to the Purpoſe, not the leaſt Intro- 
duQtion of the Lutheran Church having 
been made, or in Danger of being made 
here, by the King's coming tothe Crown; 
the whole Royal Family having hearti- 
ly and freely embrac'd the Communion 
of the Church of England; and which is 
more than all, having eſpous'd the Inte- 
reſt of the Church, which we ſuppoſe 
to be inſeparable at this Time from the 
Intereſt of the State, and both from that 
of the People's eſtabliſh*d Liberties. So 
that the Profeſſion of the Lutheran Do- 
frine in former Times is no Part of the 
Queſtion now ; and if it were, it bears 
no Proportion to the Danger which 
threatens the Church from thoſe who

make no Scruple to joyn Hands with the 
Popiſh Church to preſerve the Proteſtant 
t hurch of England from DANGEx.
